Principles. 


PARIS, Nov. 20 (AP) — The 
United States told the United Na- 
tions today the Negeb desert area 
of southern Palestine should not 
be taken from Israel without full 
consent of the Jews. 


_ The United States, in a long- 
awaited statement on Palestine, 
also told the General Assembly’s 
58-nation Political Committee it 
looks forward to admission of Is- 
rael to the U.N. 

American Deputy Delegate Phil- 
ip C. Jessup said the government 
in Washington generally is in ac- 
cord with the conclusions of the 
assassinated mediator, Count 
Folke Bernadotte, with the excep- 
tion of certain principles concern- 
ing boundaries. 

Bernadotte proposed that «the 
Wegeb be turned over to the Ar- 
abs and that the Jews take west- 
ern Galilee in exchange. The Is- 
raelis, now in control of the Ne- 
geb through a successful military 
offensive against the Egyptians, 
reject this. The Negeb was al- 
lotted to them under the original 
U.N. partition plan. 

Session on Plan. 

The Political Committee sched- 
uled today’s special session on the 
Bernadotte plan after having in- 
tended originally to adjourn for 
the weekend. 

The British already have asked 
the U.N. in a resolution to seek a 
solution in sor ine along the 
lines of Bernadotté’s proposal. The 
Jews object because loss of the 
Negeb would reduce Israeli terri- 
tory by three-fifths. Th Arabs 
reject the plan because it would 
imply recognition of Israel as a 
state. 

Jessup told the committee: 

“The distinguished representa- 
tive of the United Kingdom has 
presented it (the British proposal) 
with an invitation to amendment, 
and we might wish to avail our- 
selves of this invitation at a later 
date.” 

Position on Boundaries. 

While Jessup said the United 
States supported Israel’s claim to 
boundaries praines 44 7 
nal partition plan, he added: “ 
Israel desires additions; it would 
be necessary for Israel to offer 
an appropriate exchange through 
negotiations.” 

This was taken by observers as 
an inyitation to Israel to re- 
nounce western Galilee, which its 
forces now hold, or to offer some 
part of the Negeb in exchange for 
it. . 
Jessup, whose speech still was 
represented as a “preliminary” 
statement, said of final Holy Land 
boundaries “Our general view is 
that we must seek further agree- 
ment between the parties rather 
than attempt at this time to draw 
specific boundary lines.” 

The United States, he said, !s 
“inclined to the view that the con- 
ciliation commission which Count 
Bernadotte recommended should 
undertake further effort to bring 
about a settlement of boundary 
questions.” 

Speaking of some 500,000 Arab 
tefugees in Palestine, Jessup said, 
“We believe that they should be 
permitted to return to their homes 
and that adequate compensation 
should be arranged for the prop- 
erty of those who choose not to 
return.” The General Assembly yes- 
terday voted to advance $5,000,000 
for relief of the refugees as part 
of a $32,000,000 aid fund. 

Jessup told the delegates the 
United States accepts the idea 
that Jerusalem must be given spe- 
cial treatment because its relig- 
ious and international position 
makes it a complex prablem. He 
said the United States wants to 
discuss the details of this prob- 
lem later. Bernadotte proposed in- 
ternational control of Jerusalem. 

Jessup said the United States 
also will study the practical

Decision to Rebuild In- 
dustry in Germany 
Threatens to Topple 
Queuille Government. 


By ARTHUR GAVSHON 

PARIS, Nov. 20 (AP) — The 
United States and Britain were re- 
ported today to have turned down 
French pleas against rebuilding 
Germany’s industrial power. 

Observers said the 10-week-old 
government of Premier Henri 


Queuille may not survive mount- 
ing parliamentary opposition to 
the British-American policy which 
conflicts with the French people’s 
traditional desire to keep Ger- 
many weak. 

After talks with French For- 
eign Minister Robert Schuman, 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall and British Minister of 
State Hector McNeil were reliably 
reported to have turned down a 
French plea to revise the German 
policies. However, they promised 
to strengthen every safeguard 
against possible renewed German 
aggression, American and British 
officials said. 

Formal Objections Awaited. 

The French Government is ex- 
pected to submit a memorandum 
this weekend registering their ob- 
jections to: 

1. The projected return of prop- 
erty rights in the Ruhr steel and 
coal industries to the Germans. 

2. The British-American refusal 
to extend the period of interna- 
tional control of the Ruhr beyond 
the period of occupation. 

3. The British-American decision 
to revise again the twice-reduced 
program for dismantling Ger- 
many’s heavy industries. This de- 
cision would cut down German 
reparations deliveries to France 
and revive French fears of a re- 
mena haa German war poten- 

al, 

French Political Situation. 

The Government clearly consid- 
ers Communism a greater menace 
to French security than a revived 


Germany, but that view is not 


shared by the French people at 
large. On the one hand thé Com- 
munists represent one third of the 
population and make up the coun- 
try’s strongest single party. On 
the other hand there is Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle’s intensely na- 
tionalist French People’s party 
which also represents about a 
third of the population. 

Queuille has told the National 
Assembly in effect it could’ choose 
between his government and the 
Communists on a vote scheduled 
for next Tuesday. He avoided fac- 
ing a vote of confidence by mak- 
ing the issue one of whether the 
Assembly rejects a Communist mo- 
tion calling for a parliamentary 
committee to investigate the Gov- 
ernment’s charges against the par- 
ty’s finances.

President-Elect Alben W. Barkley 
assured delegates to the conven- 
tion of the American Federation 
of Labor today that the Demo-. 
cratic party’s campaign pledges 
are just as valid now as they were 
before the election. They were 
made, he said, “to stand not, not 
to get in on,” 
Senator Barkley said that it 
would be a “miracle” if any sub- 
stantial ‘piece of legislation may 
be acted on by the new Congress 
during the first 17 days of its ex- 
istence prior to the inauguration 
on Jan. 20 but said that action on 
the Taft-Hartley law would take 
Place “with as much promptness 
as possible.” 
Barkley, who fought the law’s 
adoption as a member of the Sen- 
ate, told the cheering delegates 
that, “even if I had not been on 
the ticket with President Truman, 
I would still vote for its repeal 
had I remained in the Senate.” 
Trend of Legislation. 
| Discussing the trend of probable 
labor legislation, Barkley said that 
“it may be that the original Wag- 
ner Act needs some modification 
but changes should be made by 
those who believe in the law and 
not those who seek its . destruc- 
tion.” 

The preesnt 40-cent-an-hour min- 
imum wage law, providing an in- 
come of $3.20 for an eight-hour 
day, was described by Barkley as 
“grotesque” and “utterly ridicu- 
lous.” 

“It should be increased to at 
least 75 cents an hour. I think 
that is as little as one could do,” 
Barkley asserted. 

\Benefits of social security should 
be broadened, he went on, so as to 
include @ergymen, teachers and 
others “who give their lives for 
society,”’ while old-age assistance 
pensions should be made uniform 
throughout the country and in- 
creased by 50 per cent. . The time 
may come, he said, that when 
such obligations may be assumed 
entirely by the Federal Govern- 
| ment .father than..distributed to 
the states on a matching basis, 

Barkley urged restoration of 
powers of the Department of La- 
bor so that the Secretary of Labor 
may be of equal importance in 
the Cabinet and will not preside 
over “a skeleton organization.” 
Rehabilitation of the department, 
he predicted, may be ne of the 
first acts of the new Congress. 
He accused the Republicans of not 
only being responsible for the 
Taft-Hartley law but of, dispers- 
ing the functions of the Labor De- 
partment. 

Skirts Tax Issue. 5 

Without specifically mentioning 
possibility of restoration of excess 
profits taxes, Barkley said that 
industry and others “must take a 
share of responsibility for the 
high cost of living. Lest the in- 
flationary spiral “brings us the 
same type of inflation that 
brought us near disaster in 1929.” 

Barkley forecast that industrial 
profits in 1948 would be 21 billion 
dollars after taxes, four times 
more than in 1939. This country 
is now enjoying a higher peak of 
employment, he continued, than 
took place during the war. 

Turning to foreign policy, Bark-

A 
maid, who said she checked the 
room, said there was nothing in 
the dresser drawers at that time. 

Ruby Morris, Negro maid, found 
the body in thé middle drawer of 


the dresser in room 414 this morn- 
ing. The child’s face was bruiséd 
and there was blood on the thighs. 
An autopsy performed at the 
morgue by Dr. John J. Connor, 
coroner’s _ physician, showed the 
child had died about 12 hours be- 
fore the body was found of in- 
ternal hemorrhages of the lower 
bowel caused by pressure exerted 
from the outside. 
Pair in Another Hotel. 

The Post-Dispatch learned that 
Mr. and Mrs. Winn went to the 
De Soto Hotel after leaving the 
American Hotel, The newspaper 
informed police of their where- 
abouts and Police Capt. James: F. 
Thompson went to their room to 
question them. 

They denied to Capt. Thompson 
that they knew anything about 
the child. They said they had not 
used the dresser drawers in the 
American Hotel, where they had 
registered last Thursday night. 


Winn, who said he came here 
to attend a stamp collectors’ meet- 
ing at the DeSoto, told police he 
and his wife went to the Amer- 
ican last Thursday because their 
reservations at the DeSoto did not 
begin until this morning. 


The Winns said they left Boll- 
var by automobile Wednesday and 
— Wednesday night at Rolla, 

oO. 

Winn, who sells insurance and 
real estate and represents a Des 
Moines (Ia.) lithographing paper 
company, said he made Beasinees 
calls on the way to St. Louis. His 
chief interest here was to attend 
the meeting of stamp collectors 
at the De Soto, he said. 

Mrs. Winn said she spent most 
of yesterday visiting downtown 
stores. She had several articles 
purchased in department stores, 
including two dolls, which she 
said were for her young niece. 

Mr. and Mrs. Winn were then 
taken to Police Headquarters for 
further investigation and police 
started a search of files for miss- > 
ing children. 


Dressed in Snowsuit. 


The child’s body, dressed in a 
blue snowsuit, had bruises about 
the hips and a small cut on the 
lower abdomen. Dr. Connor esti- 
mated the boy died 12 hours be- 
fore his body was found about 
9 a.m. 

In the drawer with the baby 
was his jumper, undershirt, shoes 
and socks, wet towel and a nurs- 
ing bottle. No other articles of 
clothing or other effects were 
found in the room. 

Vincent Badalmenti, a bellboy at 
the American, told police he took 
Winn to his room there Thursday 
night. When he registered, Badal- 
menti said, Winn held a baby boy 
in his arms. The baby was awake 
and dressed in the snowsuit. The 
man’s wife was not with him 
when he registered and he ex- 
plained: “My wife passed out.” 

When the child was carried toe 
the room by the man, Badalmenti 
said, there were no bruises or 
marks on his, face. Occupants of 
other rooms on the fourth floor 
of the American told police they 
had heard no sounds of a child 
screaming or any other dis- 
turbance coming from room 414, 

Bellboy Identifies Guest. 

Another bellboy at. the Amert- 
can, Elmer Bruegemann, identi- 
fied Winn at headquarters shortly 
afternoon as the man who took 
the child to the room in the Amer- 
ican Thursday night. 

Winn was vehement in denying 
any knowledge of the child. His 
wife said it looks like we’re “be- 
ing framed.” Winn told police he 
and his present wife have no chil- 
dren. They have been married for 
eight years. 

Winn is 56 years old and has a 
son by a previous marriage living 
in California. He also has a grand- 
son about a year old. Mr. and 
Mrs. Winn live at 502 West Broad-

A Reply to “Lincolnite” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I have just read the article published 
Oct. 21, 1948, under the heading Letters 
From the People, “Conditions at Lin- 
coln U.” Since a reference has been 
made to me as being one of the valued 
teachers which, according to the article, 
Was dropped and “no official reason 
was given,” I feel in duty bound to state 
the true facts of the case insofar as 
it concerns me. 

The facts are that for severa] months 
prior to the acceptance of my resigna- 
tion, which took effect April 29, 1944, I 
had been trying to leave the university 
so that I might return to Pasadena, 
Calif., to take care of my aged father 
who was ill and needed my attention. 

Through successive prior requests of 
the president of the university, I was 
importuned to remain until I did leave 
in the latter part of 1945, so that it was 
solely through my request and without 
any politics or other ulterior motive that 
I no longer taught at the university, so 
that any thought that there was any un- 
derhanded act on the part of the presi- 
dent, board of curators or anyone else 
is not true. 

After reading the article, I wrote a 
letter to President Scruggs of Lincoln 
University, protesting the untruth of the 
statements made by “A Lincolnite” with 
respect to my case and suggested to 
the president that he take the necessary 
steps to correct the misapprehension 
existing in the mind of the Lincolnite. 
I received from him immediately a let- 
ter which, among other things, con- 
tained the following statement: 

“Of course, we do not answer articles 
of this sort written by unknown per- 
sons. And so, I can only suggest to you 
that a letter from you to the newspaper 
which carried the article would give you 
the vindication which is desirable. Cer- 
tainly you know that we, I refer to the 
curators and myself, held you in much 
esteem and my letter to you of May 5, 
1944, attests to this fact. You would have 
served here as long as you wished and 
was able to serve, Certainly no one de- 
sired your resignation. If you wish to 
use this statement you may do so.” 

Again I reiterate that the facts are 
that it was I who resigned from Lincoln 


~ Univerity due to personal conditions af- 


fecting my immediate family and not 
due to any act or failure to act on the 
part of the faculty, curators or presi- 
dent of Lincoln University and that I 
have absolufely no purpose in writing 
this letter other than to vindicate the 
reference to myself and to remove any 
suspicion from any of the officials con- 
nected with Lincoln University.

Electric Co., which has a near-monopoly on the 
Bell System’s purchases of equipment,’has sold 
over a half-billion dellars’ worth to Southwestern 
Bell alone, Hence every telephone. subscriber 
has an interest in the fairness of what Western

Under American rules,:utility companies’ must 
justify their rates and expenses to expert com- 
missions which represent the public.’ Western 
Electric Co. is owned by the same national 
monopoly that owns the telephone companies, 
but it is as free of public supervision as, say, 
General Motors Corp. As a result, the commis- 
sions have to take its prices largely on faith. 
Western Electric, in the words of Associate City 
Counselor Forrest Ferris, is bound “only by its 
own conscience.” And there is all too much evi- 
dence that the conscience is case-hardenéd. 

To their credit, many of the state commis- 


sions are extremely unhappy about this situa- . 


tion. On suspicion that Western Electric prices 

were excessive, the California commission once 

scaled them down. 30 per cent in a rate bese and 

the Illinois courts once knocked off 10 per cent. 

The Missouri commission properly complained 

at its lack of factual knowledge in a report 
several years ago. 

In Tennessee, which said a flat No in the 
current rate-increase campaign, Commissioner 
Jourolmon held that the uniform purch2se con- 
tract between Western Electric and the tcle- 
phone companies “appears to be made with the 
view and purpose to lessen fu!l and free com- 
petition. . . . It is against public policy, unlaw- 


“ful and void.” 


Kansas law tries to protect the public by re- 
quiring utilities to justify every charge by com- 
panies with which they are affiliated. he Kan- 
sas commission invoked this law to deny a tele- 
phone rate increase early this year. Other 
states have condemned the Western. Electric 
setup. So, by popular demand, a committee of 
the commissioners’ national association made a 
preliminary study and, finding the field promis- 
ing, it now proposes a full-dress investigation. 

The next Congress should authorize the in- 
quiry, and it should be prepared to end this 
situation in which the manufacturing depart- 
ment of 4 national monopoly undermines regu- 
lation by the public. The Holding Company Act 
of 1935 bars such practices in other public utili- 
ties. Congress may well ask: Wasn’t the blanket 
exemption of the telephone industry a serious 
mistake that should be corrected?

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For More Nurses, Better Pay 

This week the American Nurses’ Association 
is celebrating the seventy-fifth anniversary of 
professional nursing in the United States. That 
makes it a good time to call attention once more 
to the acute shortage of nurses, and to one of 
its chief causes: low pay. 

At least 40,000 more nurses are needed. Until 
they are recruited and trained, even hospital 
care in many instances is not going to be what 
it ought to be. Home care will be available only 
for a few. But how are girls to be induced to 
train for a profession which, on the average, 
pays only $40 for a 48-hour week? , 

Many doctors and hospital administrators have 
complained—and to good point—that nursing 
standards have been set too high. A college 
course embracing microbiology, chemistry, sur- 
gery, materia medica, gynecology, orthopedics 
and the like is necessary for the specialists. of 
the profession. But it hardly seems necessary 
for ordinary bedside care. 

The shortage might be relieved if the regis- 
tered nurses themselves welcomed the help of 
so-called practical nurses, trained for only a 
year or two, But even so, the economic bar- 
rier would remain. In these days, the promise 
of $40 a week simply will not win girls over to 
a career of responsibility and hard work. 

This is a hard fact which should be pondered 
by former President Hoover, former Gov. Leh- 
man, Senator Vandenberg and the other notables 
who are sponsoring this week’s diamond jubilee. 
The best way to celebrate, it seems to us, is by 


starting a real drive for better pay for nurses. 


Nothing else would increase their numbers more 
quickly.

No peace prize was awarded, of course, in 
1959, the year the war broke out, nor in 1940, 
1941, 1942 or 1943. For 1944, the International 
Red Cross at Geneva was honored for its serv- 
ices to prisoners of war. Cordell] Hull was the 
1945 winner, and the recipients -in 1946 were 
John R. Mott of the Y.M.C.A. and Emily pafh. 
an Amcrican college teacher.

Fairbanks, Alaska, has installed its first traffic 
light, and to a city like St. Louis, which has a lot 
of traffic lights, there is a nostalgic sadness in 
the news, like a whisper of its own lost youth.

The Salt Is Gone 


Coastwise shipping has almost disappeared 
from the Atlantic ports of the United States. 
Trains are faster, and trucks are just about as 
cheap and much more convenient. Attention to 
this is called by the news that the Evangeline 
and the Yarmouth have been retired by the 
Eastern Steamship Lines. 

These old ships never were luxury liners. But 
their black hulls, white superstructures and the 
big white “E” on their stacks will long be cod- 
died in many an amateur seafarer’s memory. 
Maybe they will be remembered longest by Mid- 
westerners to whom they are reminders of happy 
vacations. 

Voyages out of Boston to St. John’s, the pas- 
sage from Providence or Fall River through the 
Sound to New York, runs to New Haven, or to 
Portland and Bangor, and the somewhat longer 
fruit boat trips to Charleston and Savannah once 
were wonderful substitutes for Atlantic cross- 
ings to those with short purses and good imag- 
inations. 

The very fact that the old freight and pas- 
senger ships which steamed under the Eastern, 
Merchants and Miners and other coastal house 
flags were not floating Fifth Avenues like the 
trans-Atlantic greyhounds made those aboard 
feel all the more nautical. It made it almost 
impossible not to recall the days when Yankee 
ships and Yankee skippers did so much to build 
up a young nation, the days in which the new 
Yankee flag was as proud as any on the seas. 

Well, the clippers are gone. The coastwise 
steamers are following them. Once busy ports 
like Salem have become little more than an- 
chorages for yachts and fishermen. The coastal 
trade which once filled the smaller harbors has 
bowed to progress. But in the process some of 
the salt has gone out of the American flavor. 
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Missouri’s Forest Record 


While Missouri is learning year by year how 
to take better care of its forests, this state 
still has a long way to go in the protection of 
the trees on its public and private lands. 

New figures compiled by the National Forest 
Service show that the average Missouri forest 
fire in 1947 burned over 101 acres. The na- 
tional average was 119 acres. At first glance 
this looks like a credit to Missouri. 
briefest reflection should make it plain that 
Missouri ought to be far below the national 
average, which includes those vast fires that 
often rage in the timber states of the West. 

Figures concerning fires on protected lands 
reveal that the Missouri record in this particular 
is one of the worst. Only nine states had a 
larger number of fires than Missouri last year. 
These nine were Alabama, Arkansas, California, 
Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, - the 
Carolinas and Texas. In other words, Missouri 
had more fires on protected lands than great 
timber states such as Oregon, Washington, 
Idaho and Colorado. . | 

The explanation lies in part at least in the 
old practice in the Ozarks of “burning off.” 
Brush fires get out of hand and before the fire 
tenders know it, an average area of more than 
100 acres has been denuded of vegetation and 
left a blackened waste.

A Box Score on Peron 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Delegates to an Argentine constitutional convention will soon be 
elected to legalize the President's succeeding himself; teacher of 
Latin American government takes the occasion to sum up events 
in that country since the coup; finds various declines of democracy.

On Dec: 5 Argentine voters will elect 
delegates to a convention to revise the 
oldest constitution in Latin America. Al- 
though the\other 19 republics have changed 
constitutions with greater ease and speed 
than our Congress ordinarily passes an im- 
portant law, the fundamental law of Argen- 
tina has been in operation since 1853. But 
last August, the Argentine Congress, by a 
two-thirds majority of both Houses, de- 
clared the need for constitutional reform. 


Only twice has the Argentine constitu- 
tion been amended, in 1866 and 1898. 


From the moment 
that Juan Domingo 
Peron became Presi- 
dent in 1946, specula- 
tion arose over the 
possibilities of modi- 
fying the _ constitu- 
tion, for the docu- 
ment prohibits the 
President from _ suc- 
ceeding himself. He 
may serve more than 
one term, but not 
two terms in succes- 
sion. Naturally, this 
provision was desig- 
nated for reform— - 
despite Peron’s ex- 
plicit disavowal of a desire for a second 
term, 


In the Argentine system the convention 
which will meet as a result of next month’s 
election will determine the real nature and 
scope of the changes in the constitution. 
Basically, the Congress. has merely ex- 
pressed a desire for change.

What’s Happened in Five Years 


In addition to the proposal permitting 
the President to succeed himself, the con- 
vention will consider changes authorizing 
the Government to exercise greater control 
over private property, to fix wages and 
working conditions in private industry, and 
to levy a specia] tax on foreigners. 

The convention will meet more than five 
years after the coup d’etat of June 1943. 
which first installed the “colonels’ clique.” 
It provides an appropriate occasion for an 


attempt to evaluate the program of the | 


Peron Government. What have been the 
main characteristics of this regime? 


1. The army has been glorified and mili- 
tary expenditures have been increased. In 
Peron’s opinion, the military balance in 
South America was upset during the war 
by United States lend-lease to Brazil. Peron 
has sought to redress the balance by pur- 
chases of surplus war materials in the 
United States, 


2. The Peron regime has stressed the 
Catholic and Spanish traditions. Since the 
Constitution requires the: President to be 
a Catholic, the Government has decreed 
that every Argentine must be made eligible 
for the highest office in the land. Accord- 
ingly, religious instruction has been insti- 
tuted in the schools and close relationships 
with the Catholic Church have been en- 
couraged. In the international field, Ar- 


gentina has been a militant defender of 


Franco Spain. 


3. Academic freedom has been curtailed. 
A recent law permits the President to name 
the heads of universities. 


Played Up to Labor 


4, The Peron regime has sought (success- 
fully, on the whole) to secure the support 
of labor while suppressing traditional labor 
unions. Peron himself, despite his aristo- 
cratic background as a military attache, 
has identified himself with the descamisa- 
dos (shirtless ones) and has decreed wage 


igh opposition, parties officially have 
been tolerated, they have not been able to 
organize, meet and campaign without in- 
, 


terference, Meetings are officially barred 


on the grounds that “health regulations” 


have been violated; unofficially, enthusi- 
astic Peronistas at times break up opposi- 
tion gatherings. 


6. In the economic sphere, the Peron 
Government has aimed at national self- 
sufficiency and stressed economic national- 
ism, Consequently, foreign-owned public 
utilities have been bought up and a rigid 
system of exchange controls inaugurated. 
Foreign commercial activities are virtually 
a monopoly of a government agency, the 
Argentine Trade Promotion Institute. 

7, In foreign policy, the Government has 
tried to call attention to the fact that 
Argentina has an individual role to play 
in the Inter-American system and is not 
merely one of the mass of Latin American 
states. Although ultimately accepting the 
Act of Chapultepec and the Rio agreement 
on defense measures, Argentina argued for 
modifications and exceptions. 


Restriations on Free Speech 


Traditionally, Argentina has a poor rec- 
ord in ratifying Inter-American agreements, 
Despite erratic efforts to ‘establish close 
relations, Argentina and the United States, 
both before and after Peron, often have 
appeared as rivals in Latin America. The 
competitive nature of their economies has 
served to accentuate that rivalry. 


8. Although formally respected, civil lib- 
erties have been. restricted. Technically, 
speech and the press remain free. News- 
papers with little enthusiasm for Peron, 
however, have had difficulty securing ade- 
quate newsprint and in complying with 
“sanitary” regulations. | 

9. The legal powers of the executive have 
been vastly expanded, Peron has not merely 
exercised the traditionally great powers of 
the executive in Argentina, but has se- 
cured vast legal accretions of power. For 
example, a bill of August 1948, authorizes 
the President to mobilize men and re- 
sources by decree. 

In the light of this record, the actions of 
the constitutional convention will be 
watched for hints of future policy. Peron 
has announced that foreign capital is wel- 
come. But will the Argentine Constitu- 
tion now imitate the Mexican Constitution 
and impose limitations on foreign owner- 
ship of resources? 


Grudging Guests at the Party 


The Constitution of 1853 (with a few 
notable exceptions) reflects the intense in- 
fluence of the United States Constitution. 
Will the amended. Argentine constitution 
continue to reflect this influence, or will it 
follow the newer trend, as represented by 
the Venezuelan constitution of 1947, in the 
direction of emphasizing the social obliga- 
tions of property, as well as the rights of 
the individual? 


The convention, it is likely, will be dom- 
inated by supporters of Peron. Neverthe- 
less, all parties, except the Socialists, have 
decided to participate in the election of 
delegates, After opposing the call for the 
convention, the Radical party (actuatly a 
conservative group) decided to elect dele- 
gates pledged to oppose any constitutional 
changes as long as the “present situation” 
persists in Argentina. Regarding the al- 
ternative as political suicide, the Commu- 
nists also have decided on participation. 
The Socialist party alone has declared itself 
as opposed to the “fascist reform of the 
Constitution.” 

While it is naive to assume that the con- 
vention will clear up all the ambiguities 
and apparent contradictions in Argentine 
policy, it will determine one significant 
issue: whether or not Juan Peron legally 
will be eligible for the presidency in 1952.

Cleopa- 
tra’s and Egypt’s fame have been all too 
often closely associated with cigarettes, 
perfumes, deodorants, barges on the-Nile 
in musical circuses, belly dances and, no 
doubt because of the mummies, it has also 
been cherished by the advertisers of em- 
balming fluids in the trade organs of the 
morticians. Cleopatra needs humanizing 
not because her image that shone across 


the known world of her day is too remote, 


severe and godlike, but because it has been 
debased beyond human semblance. 

John L, Balderston and Sybil Bolitho’s 
“A Goddess to a God” is made up of let- 
ters written by Cleopatra to Caesar, with 
one final letter of farewell, renunciation 
and wisdom sent her by Caesar the night 
before Brutus struck. In these letters she 
pours out her heart and speaks her ex- 
traordinarily intelligent and dominating 
mind. They served her, and Caesar, well, 


This book is no tedious archeological 


joke; it does not belittle; it does not vul- 
garize; its civilized tone is never sentimen- 
tal or emphatic. It humanizes Cleopatra 


and Caesar but leaves them in their stature.. 


Witty, passionate and poetic, the letters 
are delightful to read but the authors are 
constantly alert to the dominant quality in 
this love affair which made it so great 
and which can be indicated by saying sim- 
ply that it was not Tristan Cleopatra met, 
but Caesar. 

Tristan would never have satisfied Cleo- 
patra, nor would she have listened long to 
a man who found the world too complicated 
and asked her to make love like bats in 
the dark until there came the final dark 
of death. Cleopatra wanted the daylight 
and the world, all of the world; she wanted 
Caesar to conquer the whole globe, make 
it “one world,” rule over it as a god. with 
her as a goddess and with her inaugurate 
a reign that would bring eternal peace. 
With this grandiose and increasingly hys- 
terical aim she besieged his human heart 
with all her tenderness and courage; his 
Roman and skeptical mind with all the in- 
sidious mysticism of the Orient; his Euro- 
pean measure with all the universalities of 
the philosopher. Caesar loved her; Caesar re-

and Germany. 

/ Harriman Favored for Post. 

One official said the AFL hopes 
Marshall will be replaced by W. 
Averall Harriman, Ambassador in 
Paris for the European aid pro- 
gram. AFL President William 
Green said he personally favors 
such a change. Others believe it 
could come by next Jan. 20 when 
Truman begins his new term even 
though the President, has just said 
he wants Marshall to remain. 

Harriman was given one of the 
most enthusiastic receptions of 
this convention when he spoke 
yesterday. It was outranked only 
by the demonstration for Mayor 
Hubert H. Humphrey of Minne- 
apolis, Democratic Senator-elect. 

Humphrey urged an assistant 
secretary of state from organized 
labor “to get some new ideas” 
in Marshall’s department. 

Humphrey, who won his seat 
from Republican Joseph H. Baill, 
told the convention passing a civil 
rights law would not ‘be enough. 

“T know democracy won’t live if 
we don’t know how to get along 
with each other,” Humphrey 4as- 
serted. 

Led Civil Rights Fight. 

Humphrey, 37 years old, led the 
civil rights program fight at the 
Democratic national convention 
last July. 

After being introduced by Green 
as “a hero,” Humphrey declared: 
“Not one labor leader has asked 
me to sell my soul for anything 
I don’t believe in.” He said he 
was against the Taft-Hartley Act 
“three months before it was 
passed,” 

Urging labor, farmers and small 
business men to work together, 
Humphrey said: “Let’s get out of 
the basement and on to the first 
floor. Let’s get out of the ditches | 
and on to the plateau of economic! 


SOUTHAMPTON, England, Nov. 
20 (AP) — A fourth of the crew 
walked off the liner Queen Eliza- 
beth today in sympathy with strik- 
ing American longshoremen. 
Cunard officials said it would de- 


lay the ship’s departure for the 
United States at least 25 hours. 

The walkout came suddenly just 
70 minutes before scheduled sail- 
ing time. A Southampton officer 
of the National Union of Seamen 
said the 300 crewmen involved 
struck not only in sympathy but 
also because they feared “being 
beaten up” by American dock 
workers if the liner sailed for 
New York. 

The union officer said the sea- 
men also asserted they would be 
breaking faith with American 
Jongshoremen if they took the 
liner to Halifax, where Cunard 
ships have been docking during 
the eastern seaboard tieup. 

The Queen Elizabeth originally 
had been scheduled to leave last 
Wednesday but its departure was 
put off because of the American 
strike. 

Cunard officials hurriedly con- 
ferred with strike leaders in an 
effort to’end the walkout. Later 
they announced the ship could not 
sail before 1 p.m. tomorrow at 
the earliest. About 1600 passen- 
gers, their luggage already stowed 
aboard, strolled about the decks or, 
lolled in their cabins. Another 
600 passengers are waiting to 
board the ship at Cherbourg, 
France. 

Capt. C. M. Ford, the Elizabeth’s 
skipper, had planned to sail the 
liner into the mid-Atlantic and 
then head either for Halifax or 
New York, depending on whether 
the American strike was settled. 
The sailing time for the South- 
ampton-New York run is about 
five days. 

United States longshoremen 
threatened yesterday to bar aill 
Cunard linérs from New York 
unless the company stopped di- 
verting ships to Halifax during 
their strike. 


Pay Demand Cut Reported in 
East Coast Tie-Up. .

, PARIS, Friday. 
HERE is great excitement 


over here about the question of 
what will be done with the 
great Ruhr industrial area. Few 
Americans understand why _ this 


question is of such vital import- 
ance to Europe and the world. 


And but few know the import- 
ant .role the Ruhr played in build- 
ing, Germany into a mighty mill- 
ta power. Neither are they 
aware that because of this rich 
industrial and agricultural area, 
Germany’s central geographical 
location and the planning of her 
statesmen made her the pivot of 
European economy, with many 
European nations partially, if not 
totally, dependent upon her. 


Germany now, however, has 
been stripped of her power and 
industry. She is an idle liability 
to the world. She must again be 
industrialized in order to achieve 
economic stability—not only for 
herself, but for virtually the whole 
of Europe. Her present situation 
is that of greatly increased popu- 
lation with no means of providing 
for it. 

The return of industrialization 
for Germany, however, is dreaded 
by her neighbors, who remember 
only too well how she built her- 


self up into a great military power 
on two previous occasions. They, 
do not, naturally, want to give her 
the opportunity to do this again, 
so it is not strange that the French, 
in particular, should rebel at the 
thought of permitting the people 
who once owned the Ruhr mines 
and industries to regain possession 
of them. 


Even with the argument that 
the situation can be safely con- 
trolled and that the rest of Eu- 
rope cannot return to prosperity 
if Germany does not, far too many 
people here remember with ter- 
ror everything step by step which 
went on between World War I 
and World War II. And they are 
aware of everything which might 
bring about similar results. 


All this is a terrific headache 
for the economists who have the 
job of devising ways to indus- 
trialize and bring back to prosper- 
ity a nation like Germany, with- 
out permitting the development 
of her heavy industry to the dan- 
ger point.

I DINED LAST evening with 
Miss Rose E. Dolan, one of. the 
vice presidents of an organization 
known as “American Friends of 
France.” This organization, as you 
probably know, was founded by 


Miss Ann Morgan and a group of 
Americans in 1917. 

Between the time of organiza- 
tion and 1925, it raised and spent 
five million dollars for relief work 
in France. 

The second World War brought 
the American friends back in 1939 
and during the occupation, four 
public health centers, which had 
been organized in 1918, were oper- 
ated for the benefit of the French 
people. 

Since the close of World War II, 
more centers have been established 
for the urgent social service work 
which requires immediate atten- 
tion. Here, as in many European 
countries, the death rate from tu- 


berculosis has risen considerably. 


The present tubercular rate is 87 
per hundred thousand. 

The work of the American 
Friends of France is intensified in 
importance because the American 
women working over here supply 
the personal touch which is so es- 
sential if there’s to be a sense of 
human feeling between the peo- 
ples of different nations. 

Since being here I have not 
had the time to visit many of 


the French institutions, so I was 


even more grateful for Miss Do- 
lan’s company. She answered 
many of my questions about them 
and the work being done by the 
American Friends of Fraiice.

'Not Made of Sugar or Salt' 


“I won’t melt in the rain. I'n 
not made of sugar or salt” is the 
familiar use of this old saying. 
And so it remains unaltered since 
its origin, more than 200 years 


ago. 

The words come to us from the 
pen of the greatest satirist, Jona- 
than Swift, who is credited with 
coining the expression in his work 
known populanly as “Polite Con- 
versation,” published in 1738, 
Their context is as follows:

Yes, madam, we were 
neither sugar nor salt; we were 
not afraid the rain would melt 
us,” 

Scotch usage of the phrase fol- 
lowed, the first in print under 
date of 1786:

They add up 
to a lot of comfort where bed- 
rooms are cold, and are often a 
protection for younger children 
and elderly persons who may need 
their extra insulation. 

These fleeced sheets are laun- 
dered just as an or ‘inary sheet is, 
for they are a soft weave of cot- 
ton material that is napped on 
both sides. However, if you. send 
them to a laundry, specify tumble 
drying — not the ironing that is 
given conventional sheets. Tumble 
drying raises their nap. If you 
launder them at home, gently 
ease them into shape as they dry. 
Either do not put iron to them, 
or merely press them-—again to 
protect the nap. 

Where considerable warmth is 
needed, use two fleeced sheets. 
Otherwise use one ag the second 
sheet, with the wool blanket next. 
In this way, you have the protec- 
tion of the easily washed cotton 
for the wool, Since it is fleeced, 
you also have the insulation that 
it affords. 

Incidentally, if you use a pair of 
conventional sheets (regular 
smooth weave) place your most 
fleecy wool blanket next to the 
second sheet. The more lofty or 
fleecy a wool blanket is, the better 
its insulation, for the warm air is 
trapped and held in the cells made 
by the fleecy yarn.
